



New plant enlivens east entry 

—20 jobs quickly filled

Didsbury's old livestock 
auction market has come back 
to life. 

"We're very excited about 
the prospects and optimistic 
about the future here/' said 
David Moffatt last week as he 
talked about the opening of a 
hay processing plant at the 
former home of the auction 
mart on Didsbury's eastern 
boundary. 

Operated by the special 
products division of Midwest 
Agri, a big United States com¬ 
modities company, the Dids- 
bury plant's 20 jobs were filled 
in a matter of days. 

"We had over 170 applica¬ 
tions in just over a week," said 
Ian Hopfe of Didsbury, general 
manager of the plant. 

Mr. Moffatt, marketing 
manager of Midwest Agri's 
special products division, said 
the company has signed an 
eight-month lease for the auc¬ 
tion market property, owned 
by Calgary Stockyards, with a 
number of options. 

"We may decide to nego¬ 
tiate an extension of the lease, 
or we may decide to buy, or we 
may decide to buy and build 
new buildings," Mr. Moffatt 
said.

The finished product is 
then packed in containers for 
shipment overseas to the 
Japanese market. 

Mr. Moffatt said Midwest 
Agri, a big player in the 
American northwest agribusi¬ 
ness from South Dakota to 
Washington and heavily involv¬ 
ed in sugar beets and hay pro¬ 
duction in the state of Wash¬ 
ington, decided to make its first 
move into the Canadian hay 
processing industry in the 
Didsbury area because of the 
excellent quality of the hay pro¬ 
duced in this area. 

"What we look for is top 
quality timothy hay and this is 
the heart of the timothy grow¬ 
ing area," he said. "We're 
looking to produce 8,000 
metric tons between now and 
May." 

While he didn't expect to 
be in operation quite this quick¬ 
ly, Mr. Moffatt said the hard 
work of Mr. Hopfe and his 
crews have speeded the start¬ 
up process. "We expect to be 
at full capacity right after 
Christmas," he said. 

"This is a business that's 
still in its infancy," Mr. Moffatt 
added. "Right now the Jap¬ 
anese market demands 90,000 
to 100,000 metric tons of 
timothy hay for top grade dairy 
and horse food. They're very

Our health care centre is an accredited multilevel primary care facility providing 
35 active care beds and 100 long term care beds. We serve a population area of 14,000 
residents for acute care and an additional population of 4,000 for long term care 
which includes the Sundre Hospital District. 

What does accredited mean? At the end of our accreditation term an Inde¬ 
pendent group of medical professionals visits our facility to Inspect the way in which 
we provide care and the type of care we provide. Upon completion of their survey an 
accreditation award is recommended which could be anywhere from 0-4 years. 

The acute care portion of our facility was constructed in 1984 while the long term 
care areas were built in 1971 and 1964. Our facility employs over 240 full-time, part- 
time and casual staff and operates with a 7.5 million dollar budget. We have four 
physicians that provide medical services to our facility. The physicians are not 
employees of Mountain View Health Care Centre and must apply for privileges to 
treat patients out of the hospital. These privilege requests are reviewed and then 
granted or not granted by the Board of Trustees of the hospital. Over the past four 
years we have been fortunate to attract a urologist and gerontologist who visit our 
facility once a month to provide special services. 

The acute care facility provides 24 hour medical, nursing, emergency, obstetrical 
and palliative care services. Elective surgical services are provided three days per 
week and there is provision for 24 hour emergency surgical services. 

The cost per day to maintain an acute care bed is $430. and the long term care 
bed cost is $137. per day. The financial resources required to operate our health care 
facility are becoming more scarce each year and as a result the provincial government 
has established the Acute Care Funding Plan. In future, our funding will be based on 
the severity of the Illness of patients rather than the number of patients that use our 
facility. The next few years will be a challenge for the Health Care industry. In order to 
maintain our present level of health care we will have to do more with less financial 
support. All hospitals and the health unit within the County of Mountain View will 
have to work together to eliminate duplication and ensure service gaps are provided 
for.

I fail to see where the pool 
alone may attract or discourage 
potential families and business¬ 
es. What a town has to offer as a 
total package seems more realis¬ 
tic than singling out the pool and 
deducting that because we have a 
pool we have high taxes. 

Consider your town as a 
package of businesses, schools, 
hospital, recreation facilities, 
churches, service clubs, volun¬ 
teers and the list could go on and 
on If we lose parts of this 
package we make it easier for 
people to look elsewhere for a 
place to locate. To lose parts of 
this package we weaken the 
community as a whole. Consider 
losing the hospital, the curling 
rink, the arena or the pool. What 
is the resulting consequence? 

My strong feelings towards a 
pool stem from having grown up 
in a town without recreational 
facilities leaving a person with a 


feeling of being isolated, and 
having to go elsewhere for 
everything. My wife and I were 
attracted to Didsbury because of 
the quality of life and the total 
package it seemed to offer 

Over the past few years I 
have steadily watched the town 
lose businesses, families and the 
spirit which it seemed to have 
previously. 

Didsbury has offered many 
memorable moments in my 
family's life, our children have 
been born here—we now call it 
our home Over the years we 
have used many of the facilities— 
we seem to take them for granted 
and don't realize what has been 
lost until it is gone. The closing of 
the pool made me realize more 
than ever that the town was 
slowly eroding. 

Didsbury being our home is 
worth working toward the renew¬ 
al of community spirit. I 
challenge all of us to ask, "Are 
we truly making a positive 
different in our town"? 

It is always easier to tear 
down and ridicule, it is easier to 
accuse and insult, it is easier to 
stand on the sidelines and 
complain

Jewellery store robbed again

For the second time in less 
than a week, an Olds jewellery 
store has been burglarized. 

Olds RCMP said a thief or 
thieves broke into the Treasure 
Chest (Olds) Ltd. and made off 
with an estimated $10,000 
worth of jewellery. 

The latest break, enter and 
theft occurred Nov. 21, some¬ 


time between 5 a.m. and 7 a.m. 

RCMP said there are no 
suspects and the matter is 
under investigation. 

The first robbery in the 
store's 18-year history occurred 
Nov. 15 when the front door 
was kicked in, the showcases 
smashed and looted. 

Although an alarm system 
sounded at the store, RCMP 


believe it took only 45 seconds 
to a minute for the burglars to 
scoop up the merchandise and 
make their getaway. 

Police are looking into the 
possibility that a third jewellery 
store heist in Trochu may be 
related to the two in Olds. 

Three Hills RCMP said 
Trochu Jewellery and Gift Ware 
was broken into during the ear¬ 


ly morning hours of Nov. 19. 
There were similarities to the 
first Olds heist, a Three Hills 
RCMP spokesman said. 

The front door and glass 
showcases were smashed in 
and a number of rings, watches 
and other jewellery, including 
silver and gold chains stolen. 

A sterling silver display was 
also taken. 


"It looks like they entered 
the store about 3:50 a.m.," said 
RCMP. "The store alarm was 
working but they didn't waste 
too much time hanging 
around." 

RCMP in Olds and Three 
Hills are asking anyone with in¬ 
formation related to these 
crimes to call the RCMP or 
Crimestoppers.

Support group helps adoptive parents 


Becoming a good parent to 
a child takes more than just 
luck. 

Besides love, patience and 
understanding, you need the 
advice of others. 

Adoptive parents are no 
exception. Up until now, 
however, information and 
support on dealing with 
adoptive parenting issues was 
not available in the Olds area. 

It's a problem Karen 
Creelman is anxious to have 
become a part of the past. 

Creelman is just one of 
about 10 active parents taking 
part in a newly-formed 
Adoption Support Group in 
Olds. "We really involve a lot 
of different aspects of adoption 
in our Group," Creelman says. 
". . .it can be for people just 
thinking about adoption, peo¬ 
ple on waiting lists, people who 
have adopted before, or people 
who have been adopted." 

When the idea to hold a 
support group was first 
introduced in early October, 
there was little intention of 
having it become a regular 
session. "We first met at the 
Social Services Office in Olds." 
It was Support, according to 
Creelman, what the group 
members need more than 
anything. "Adoption affects 
you for the rest of your life . . . 


it's not something that you can 
just go through and then for¬ 
get." 

Creelman says many par¬ 
ents are faced with a long 
frustrating process that begins 
from the time they make their 
decision to adopt. 

"There are just so many 
options parents are faced with 
these days. They can either go 
through Social Services to 
adopt or attempt a private 
adoption." 

In most cases, adopting a 
child from Social Services can 
take between eight and 10 
years of waiting. Private 
adoptions take only two years, 
but can be very costly. "It's 
helpful to just take the time to 
sit down and listen to these 
people's frustrations. Everyone 
in the group has been through 
some form of adoptive process 
... red tape . . . and they tend 
to have a lot more empathy be¬ 
cause of that," Creelman says. 

Right now, Creelman says 
the Support Group is applying 
to the government for enough 
funding to buy resource books, 
audo/visual aids and hire 
professional speakers to visit 
their sessions. 

"Every child has the right to 
a permanent, loving family. 
We're just trying to make sure 
that if adoptive families need

Company faces court action over 
cleanup delay 




Contempt charges have 
been launched against an Olds 
company for failing to clean up 
toxic waste at two Alberta loca¬ 
tions, including Sundre. 

SC A Waste Systems Ltd. 
was scheduled to appear in 
Court of Queen's Bench, Red 
Deer, Monday after the com¬ 
pany allegedly ignored a court 
order to dispose of the waste. 

There was no word on the 
court proceedings at press time 
Monday. 

During the summer, the 


court had ordered the com¬ 
pany to dispose of 75 drums of 
oilfield waste discovered near 
Sundre. 

The company was also 
ordered to clean up laboratory 
chemicals and barrels of paint 
found in an open field just out¬ 
side Blackfalds. 

Civil contempt charges 
have been laid against Danny 
Cadman and his father Alf who 
helped operate SCA Waste 
Systems Ltd. Also named in the 
contempt charges were SCA 


Waste Systems Ltd. and 
Parkland Farms Ltd. 

The charges have been 
described as part of the legal 
process to get the cleanup roll¬ 
ing. 

Alberta Environment is 
making available $50,000 to 
help dispose of the toxic waste. 

The Cadmans have said it 
has taken time to identify and 
label the wastes because some 
had been incorrectly identified 
more than five years ago. 


Shovelling snow a pain in the back 


"Shovelling snow and 
clearing icy walkways can often 
lead to lower back pain,” says 
Dr. Jim Bortolotto, the 
President of the College of 
Chiropractors of Alberta. 
Bending, lifting, and twisting 
are common activities for snow 
and ice removal around many 
Alberta homes at this time of 
year. "Such repeated and 
sometimes excessive activity 
can lead to back injuries, not to 
mention disc and neurological 
problems or muscle strains,” 
says Dr. Bortolotto. 

The lower back is par¬ 
ticularly vulnerable to 
overexertion—type injuries, 
according to Dr. Bortolotto. 
However, some precautions 
can be taken to prevent lower 
back pain and injury. Good use 
of body mechanics helps and 


this simply requires common 
sense and improved body 
awareness. When shovelling 
snow the general rules of 
proper lifting should be 
followed. 

The College of Chiroprac¬ 
tors offer some preventative 
"Codes of Caution." 

1. Dress warmly to prevent 
chilling of muscles and frost¬ 
bite. Wear warm, non-slip 
boots. 


2. Bend knees and use 
your legs to shovel and lift. 
Avoid excessive bending or 
twisting of your back. 

3. Always turn using your 
feet, not you back. 

4. Push snow out of the 
way whenever possible, rather 
than lifting or throwing.
